Well organized and pleasingly illustrated with 
cuts from contemporary children’s books, the 
guide complements the author’s A parent’s 
guide to children’s reading (Boox.ist 55:89, 
O 15 58). Discussed here are reading aloud 
both as a preprimer technique and as a device 
for keeping alive an interest in books and 
reading in older children, finding books re- 
lated to children’s interests and the curricu- 
lum, introducing poetry, encouraging book- 
related projects and creative activities, and 
planning for the use of supplementary films, 
filmstrips, and recordings. Grading of the 
books listed is somewhat flexible because, as 
the author points out, there is always a wide 
range of reading interest and ability in any 
single class. Especially helpful are sample 
reading lists for two study units, one on the 
stars and outer space, and one on the west- 
ward movement in America, 1800-1850. On 
the whole a substantial treatment; there are, 
however, some obvious omissions from the list 
of book selection tools and the chapter “Fur- 
ther reading for teachers,” and there may be 
objections to the blanket listing of many 
series.

After first pointing 
out that many superficial symbols from the 
Greek culture have persisted in our own time 
such as classical ornament in architecture, 
technical terminology, and literary plots, the 
chairman of the Department of Greek and 
Latin at Columbia University demonstrates 
the bequests of deeper significance which we 
have inherited from the ancient Greeks. 
Among these he counts the importance of the 
individual, the scientifie attitude, and the em- 
phasis on education.

The back-breaking leaf. National Film 
Board of Canada. Distributor: Contempo- 
rary Films. 1959, release in U.S. 1960. 
27min. $130. 


The complete process of harvesting tobacco 
in the Delhi, Ontario area is presented in 
terms of the people engaged in tobacco farm- 
ing and in the seasonal picking and processing 
of the crop. The rigorous life during the six- 
week harvest season, the regional economy, 
and an insight into the social customs of the 
people of multinational backgrounds are 
vividly depicted in the excellent photography 
and script, with the producer’s typical atten- 
tion to the human values involved. This in- 
formative, absorbing document would appeal 
to a wide variety of interests, from junior 
high school through adult groups. 


The bicyclist. Henning Carlsen (Den- 
mark). Distributor: Brandon. 1958, release 
in U.S. 1960. 15min. color, $165. 


The entertaining adventures of a red bicycle 
dramatically emphasize the importance of 
good road manners and the necessity for 
obeying safety rules. The film is most useful 
in communities where children use bicycles 
for transportation rather than for play, and 
where schools have implemented safety edu- 
cation programs in elementary grades. Imagi- 
native treatment of visuals and music takes 
the film out of the academic setting, making 
it particularly suitable for nonschool groups 
of all ages. 


Family of Ghana. National Film Board of 
Canada. Distributor: McGraw-Hill. 1959. 
30min. $125. 
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This appealing film tells the story of the peo- 
ple who live on the coast of Ghana and make 
their living from the sea. Conflict between 
the old ways and the new is represented by 
a father who holds to the traditional but un- 
productive methods of fishing and his son 
who wants to modernize these methods. One 
of the truly outstanding documentaries on 
Africa, the film is effective for adults and 
young adults in a program on various aspects 
of the continent, on Commonwealth nations, 
on the relationship between generations in a 
family, and on ancient customs. 


Fifty miles from Poona. National Film 
Board of Canada. Distributor: Contempo- 
rary Films. 1959, release in U.S. 1960. 
20min. $125. 

The same Indian family which appeared in 
the producer’s Four families (Book.ist 56: 
655, J1 1 60) spends a typical day in their vil- 
lage of Phursangi, 50 miles from Poona in 
west central India. The rhythm of life is 
captured by showing the family at worship, 
living together in their simple windowless 
house, the husband working with primitive 
implements in the fields, the wife doing the 
laundry and drawing water from the town 
well. If these people have serious economic 
and social problems this unpretentious film 
makes no attempt to emphasize them. Sensi- 
tively photographed by the Indian Faili Bili- 
moria, the film is made from footage shot at 
the same time as Four families. Because of 
its very simplicity it can be used by discus- 
sion leaders in a variety of ways to consider 
aspects of Indian life and culture. Equally 
appropriate for young adults and adults, this 
excellent introductory film lends itself to 
comparison of ways of life in other lands. 


George Washington Carver. Conceived 
and directed by Carlton Moss and William 
Hurtz. Artisan Productions, P.O. Box 
1827, Hollywood 28, Calif. 1959. 12min. 
color, $130. 

This brief biographical sketch of the famous 
Negro leader and scientist centers on Dr. 
Carver’s presentation before the U.S. Con- 
gress of his research with the peanut. At first 
resentful and puzzled, the Congress is, by the 
end of the speech, warmly enthusiastic in 
support of the man and his work. Although 
the film is made from color drawings weak 
in artistic merit, the inspiring story will be 
particularly effective with teen-age audiences 
as well as interesting to adults. 


N.Y., N.Y. Francis Thompson, 332 E. 50th 
St., N.Y. 22. 1960 (16mm release). 16min. 
color, $200. 


This highly personal visual interpretation of 
the temper and personality of New York City, 
ten years in the making, was achieved by 
means of specially developed lenses and other 
techniques which are closely guarded secrets. 
Controlled distortions capture many exciting 
images, some extremely complex with fast- 
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paced activity, others colorful and simple. The 
result is a film acclaimed in many interna- 
tional festivals as an art film in the documen- 
tary manner and impressionistic style. Ab- 
stract images which are for the most part 
immediately identifiable with the real world 
convey the stimulating but frightening tempo 
of large-city life, the impersonal and mech- 
anized existence of the city’s inhabitants, 
and the beauty in concrete, steel, and night 
lights. While not filling the need for a good 
realistic documentary on New York City, this 
film will prove a gratifying experience for all 
but the most unsophisticated audiences and 
for art groups, film societies, and those inter- 
ested in the film as an art form. Young adults 
should, in addition, be captivated by its 
rhythmic pace. The film had 35mm theatrical 
release in 1959. 


A night at the Peking opera. Claude 
Jaeger (France). American adaptation 
by Paul Falkenberg. Distributor: Film 
Images. 1958. 20min. color, $220. 


Chinese opera—that total spectacle encom- 
passing dance, mime, song, acrobatics, come- 
dy, and tragedy—is performed by the Peking 
troupe with great humor and virtuosity. 
Steeped in tradition and ritual, the rever- 
toire includes a fairy tale, the legend of the 
Monkey King and the Jade Emperor; a come- 
dy, Ballet of Errors; and an episode during a 
journey by a Beauteous Lady. Of special in- 
terest to opera and theater enthusiasts and to 
those interested in cultural attainments of 
other countries, the film’s humor and pag- 
eantry will appeal to audiences of all ages. 
The narration, illuminating facets of this 
oriental art, is never permitted to intrude on 
the enjoyment of the visual presentation. 


The population explosion. C.B.S. Televi-

The pressing world problem of an abnormally 
high birth rate, as it is exemplified in India, 
is given documentary treatment. The results 
of this growing crisis in terms of human want 
are graphically shown as all views of the con- 
troversial issue of a solution are expressed. 
Among those commenting are Prime Minister 
Nehru; Lady Rama Rau, president of India’s 
Family Planning Association; Archbishop 
Joseph Fernandez, Roman Catholic bishop of 
New Delhi; Jaswant Singh, director general 
of Health Services; and Shri C. Chandrasek- 
har, noted Indian demographer. Because of 
its balanced and open discussion this film, in 
spite of being slightly overlong, is excellent 
for discussion purposes. 


The race for space. David L. Wolper. Dis- 
tributor: McGraw-Hill. 1959, released 
1960. 54min. $250. 

This film had a delayed premiere on televi- 
sion because policy of the networks permitted 
showing only films produced by their own 
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news staffs. The timely documentary con- 
tains American and Soviet rocket and space 
films never before shown publicly. It traces 
the development of the space concept of 
rockets from a Russian mathematician’s idea 
in 1898 to the first successful satellite launch- 
ing from America. Shown are rare films taken 
and commented on by Dr. Robert Goddard’s 
widow; German Rocket Society experiments 
financed first by a film producer and later by 
Adolf Hitler; the capture of valuable missile 
material and 127 top scientists (including Von 
Braun) from Peenemunde, the German V-2 
missile base; views of the dog-carrying Sput- 
nik 11; and the actual countdown for Explor- 
er 1. A driving musical score by Elmer 
Bernstein and a penetrating commentary of 
appropriate urgency narrated by Mike Wallace 
add vitality to this engrossing film meriting 
the attention of all. 


The railroaders. National Film Board of 
Canada. Distributor: International Film 
Bureau. 1958, release in U.S. 1960. 22min. 
$95. 


The many kinds of audiences which are fas- 
cinated by railroad operations will find this 
film eminently satisfying. Its view of crews 
working in the Canadian Rockies to maintain 
open lines on Canada’s vast transcontinental 
railroad system is presented with a feeling 
for the worth of each individual. The dignity 
and importance of the work are conveyed as 
people are seen at their daily tasks, dispatch- 
ing and receiving telegrams, keeping rail lines 
repaired, clearing snow from tracks, rail 
switches, and telegraph wires to assure safe 
operation of trains on schedule. Close per- 
sonal contacts between railroaders on the job, 
at home, and on telephone party lines and 
glimpses into home and family life are shown 
with humor and insight. This is a sharply 
photographed, literately narrated human 
document of a way of life during a long, 
lonely winter in a remote mountain region, 
isolated but an important link in maintaining 
uninterrupted rail communications between 
Canada’s agricultural, industrial, and com- 
mercial centers. It is a good general-interest 
film, in classic documentary style, with appeal 
for a wide range of audiences. 


The red _ balloon. Albert LaMorisse 
(France). Distributor: Brandon. 1956, re- 
lease in U.S. 1960. 34min. color, lease, 
$375: 


A much-honored film of incomparable charm 
which will delight all ages with its nostalgic 
re-creation of childhood’s enchanted world. 
In this modern fairy tale a beguiling Parisian 
schoolboy captures and befriends, chases and 
protects, and finally loses a capricious balloon 
which has a life of its own. The child’s joys 
and anxieties are shared as he finds ultimate 
compensation in the friendship of thousands 
of colorful balloons. The grayed pastels in 
superb photography of streets, shops, and 
crumbling tenements of Menilmontant and 
Montmartre, the balloon’s brilliance and the 


youth’s buoyancy, and the haunting musical 
score combine to make this a bewitching 
fantasy. Affording an extraordinary experi- 
ence in the world of imagination, the film 
also provides insight into and appreciation of 
the Paris and Parisians off the tourist track. 


The Soviet Union: an_ introduction. 
Grover-Jennings Productions, Inc., P.O. 
Box 303, Monterey, Calif. 1960. 18min. 
color, $175. 


The dominant features of geography, topog- 
raphy, and ethnology of the Soviet Union are 
depicted on an animated map showing com- 
parable latitudes of the position of its cities 
with other major cities of the world, the vast 
network of rivers and canals, the mountain 
systems, the tundra, forest, grasslands, and 
steppes. Pre-Revolution scenes from histori- 
cal prints illustrate a way of life which has 
influenced the contemporary culture of the 
Russian people living in a harsh climate. Al- 
though the emphasis is on background infor- 
mation numerous current scenes taken by 
American cameramen (who claim that none 
of the action was staged) reveal aspects of 
today’s housing, culture, industry, and agri- 
culture in the Soviet Union. Useful with both 
adult and adolescent groups interested in 
world affairs and the Soviet Union, the film 
has the additional strength of leaving its 
viewers with a desire to know more. 


The sword and the flute. James Ivory. Dis- 
tributor: Film Images.

The cultivated civilization of sixteenth- to 
eighteenth-century India as portrayed in 
Mughal (Moslem) and Rajput (Hindu) min- 
iature paintings is depicted in a film which is 
a rare combination of lucid narration, rich 
musical accompaniment of Indian ragas, and 
unusually fine color.
